Berlin Bombing 


Causes Chaos 
In Government 


LONDON, March 23.—(4)—The 
submerging of Berlin under great 
loads of explosives and fire bombs 
has spread “administrative con- 
fusion throughout Germany and 
German Europe,” an authoritative 
British analysis of damage in the 
Nazi capital said today. 

Berlin is “in a dickens of a 
mess,” an RAF commentator 
summed up. 


It has taken the RAF a long 
time to get comprehensive recon- 
naissance. Photographs and intel- 
ligence on Berlin following the 15 
great night raids from November 
18 to February 15 in which nearly 
27,000 short tons of explosives 
cascaded on the capital, but from 
air ministry and other authorita- 
tive accounts these highlights of 
the picture now emerge: 


Large numbers of workers have. 
fled Berlin without official sanc- | 


tion. 

Damage has made it increasingly 
difficult for the German army to 
maintain the tank strength of its 
armored divisions, has caused the 
Army to suffer from lack of sig- 
nal equipment and produced bot- 
tlenecks in heavy electrical equip- 
ment. 

Except for the southeast district 
organized industrial activity in 
this grea' manufacturing center 
virtually ceased at the end of No- 
vember and had not been resumed 
by the end of January. 

“No doubt portions of Berlin in- 
dustry started up again since Jan- 
uary,” said an RAF commentator, 
“but meanwhile important produc- 
tion has been lost.” 

“There is still a good deal to be 
done in the way of material de- 
struction,” he added, clearly im- 
plying the intention of doing it. 

Mopping up actually appears to 
be well under way, with the task 
entrusted to daylight pinpointing 
of targets by the United States 
strategic air forces. 

The destruction of government 
offices has spread confusion 
throughout the Reich and was 
clearly foreshadowed on January 
10 in an air ministry report which 


included Hitler’s chancellery, the | 


foreign office, treasury, ministries 
of justice, food, agriculture, arma- 
ments and munitions and the 
Army records office in the list of 


‘damaged or destroyed edifices. 


The new reports, concentrating 
on industrial destruction, said at 
least 326 factories in Berlin have 
been destroyed or damaged in the 
Battle of Berlin.

On the Republican side, Gover- 
nor Bricker of Ohio again took 
his campaign for the presidential 
nomination to the south in a five- 
state drive for delegates which 
will wind up a week from tonight 
in Colorado. 

With Wendell L. Willkie still 
stumping Wisconsin in advance of 
the state’s presidential primary 
April 4, Bricker will hold confer- 
ences and speak at Birmingham 
tomorrow night, Little Rock Sat- 
urday, Oklahoma City Monday, 
Wichita Tuesday and Denver and 
Colorado Springs next Thursday. 

Bricker leaders also announced 
plans for him to go to the west 
coast some time between April 7 
and 21.

Enemy Forces 


Into ‘Home of Prayer’ Hits Last Week 


Within 30 Miles 
Of Key Imphal 


NEW .DELHI, India, March 23. 
(P)—A new Japanese army, dra- 
matically appearing out of the jun- 
gles, has driven 60 miles into In- 
dia, it was announced today, in 
the second invasion disclosed with- 
in 48 hours. ; 

The new force, hitherto unher- 
alded, has pushed northward from 
Burma up the Manipur river val- 
ley to within 30 miles of the key 
city of Imphal, it was disclosed. 

The earlier Japanese invasion 
force was a similar distance from 
Imphal on the east yesterday after 
crossing the upper Chindwin river 
near Thaungdut. 

QUICK JAP THRUST 


The new Japanese force that 
materialized with such startling 
suddenness in the shifting Burma- 
India border fighting was located 
by an Allied headquarters report 
as standing on the west shores of 
Lake Logtak, 30 miles due south 
of Imphal. 

Headquarters said the column 
had moved north up the narrow 
river valley from the Tiddim re- 
gion, 100 miles south and 40 miles 
inside the Burma border. 

All previous reports had this 
Japanese grouping safely confined 
within Burma. Yesterday’s head- 
quarters statement said Allied 
forces had been dispatched to 
“deal with an outflanking Japa- 
nese unit north of Tiddim.” 
SILENT ON 80-MILE DASH 

There was no suggestion that 
the force had dashed 80 miles 
north to constitute the southern 
arm of a pincers movement threat- 
ening to spill from the hills onto 
the Imphal plain. 

The Tokyo radio said tonight in 
a broadcast reported by NBC that 
Japanese troops now are “in com- 
plete control” of a 700-mile strip 
of Indian territory along the Indo 
Burmese border. 

The Berlin radio said Indian 
troops led by Subhas Chandra 
Bose, leader of the National In- 
dian Freedom Movement, were 
fighting with the Japanese against 
Allied forces on the Indo-Burmese 
frontier. 

Allied reports were vague con- 
cerning the progress of the Japa- 
nese forces which were well into 
India after crossing the upper 
Chindwin river east of Imphal! in 
the neighborhood of Thaungdut. 
ALLIES MINIMIZE THREAT 

Allied headquarters continued to 
minimize the Japanese threat to 
Imphal. A statement said that a 
Japanese breakthrough into the 
rice paddy flatlands was unlikely 
unless the Japanese gather strong- 
er forces than have been current- 
ly observed. 

The paddy fields are suitable for 
use as airstrips with a minimum 
of engineering. 

The Allied communique said 
heavy fighting was in progress as 
the Chinese 22d division fought its 
way south against strong Japanese 
resistance in the upper Mogaung 
valley. It was virtually the only 
Allied advance reported in the 
theater.

Chief Considers 12-Hour Day

Unless some relief can be found 
for the acute manpower shortage, 
the Atlanta police department will 
be forced to go on a 12-hour day 


soon, Chief M. A, Hornsby said 
last night. 

The normal police strength of 
360 men has been reduced by one- 
third, with 120 men taken into the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps, 
Chief Hornsby said. He added that 
only about 50 qualified supernum- 
eraries had been found to replace 
the 120 men in service. 


“We have been attempting to 
follow a policy of expanding the 
areas covered by radio patrol cars 
ahd adding more territory to foot 
beats,” Hornsby declared. “But 
our manpower ‘is falling short of 
adequate police protection.” 

Two to three men are being 
drafted each week, he continued, 


becom no physically fit replacements 
can be found. In addition, at least 
20 older policemen have completed 
25 years’ service and are eligible 
for retirement. 


Chief Hornsby said if the 12- 
hour day is found necessary he 
would recommend overtime pay 
for the n.en. Policemen now work 
eight hours and are off 16 hours.

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Measure of Democracy 


There are various means of measuring the degree to which 
democratic control of governmental affairs is operating. One of 
the most reliable of these tests is the proportion of citizens who 
cast their ballots at election times. It is axiomatic to say that 
voting is a primary duty of citizenship and it is equally true that 
the surest safeguard against government by special interests, 
organized groups, machine politicians or any other force other 
than the whole people, is by the performance of voting duty by 
all citizens. 

The Atlanta League of Women Voters has recently published, 
in their pamphlet periodical, Facts, those preparatory conditions 
which anyone who would vote in the coming elections in Fulton 
county must meet. It would be well if everyone studied these 
conditions and made fullest possible effort to comply. 

To those who are already registered, poll tax returns must 
be made at the county tax receiver's office not later than May 1. 
Those not already registered must do so at the tax collector's 
office, before May 7. 

New residents of the county who have moved here from some 
other county in Georgia may secure a transfer from the registrar 
of their former county by writing for it. It should then be 
presented at the tax collector’s office here. 

Newcomers from other states are eligible to register and vote 
i: Georgia if they are 18 years of age or older, residents of 
Georgia for one year by next November 1 and residents of Fulton 
county for six months by that same date. . 

Finally there is one piece of advice which should be heeded by 
all, whether registered voters or not. That is, check your status 
well in advance of the closing date by calling on the registrar in 
the Fulton county tax collector's office. 

There can be no better demonstration to the world of the 
proper functioning of democracy in America than by large turnout 
of qualified voters on election day. Let us in Fulton county do our 
share in this function by seeing to it, in ample time, that the 
voters’ lists are full and then, when the polls are open on election 
day, by allowing nothing we can control to keep us from voting.

No Better Job 


Editor, Constitution: Thanks for 
your fine editorial of a few days 
ago, concerning the volunteering 
of members of the Atlanta Fire 
Department for service in the 
Armed Forces. Unfortunately, 
several men under 38 had already 
asked their Draft Boards to classi- 
fy them as 1-A, thus voiding* the 
deferment that had already been 
granted them. Ha‘d it not been 
for the heroic work of Chief Sty- 
ron and Bill Knight, chairman of 
the board of firemasters, many 
more would have also voluntarily 
left the fire department. 


Already 102 trained men have 
left for service in the Army or 
Navy, and this included a good 
many with over three years’ expe- 
rience. There are 121 more men 
on temporary deferment, asked for 
by the chief and granted by the 
Draft Boards. When you con- 
sider that the normal strength of 
347 men is now down to 330, this 
is indeed alarming. Add to this 
a great amount of old and obso- 
lete equipment and we have a 
condition that should alarm ev- 
ery citizen. Unfortunately it is 
easier to criticize the fire depart- 
ment, than it is to visit one of the 
stations and learn the true facts.. 
In a recent visit to six outlying 
stations, I only saw one piece of 
equipment that was built for pneu- 
matic tires. They were all built 
prior to 1922. 


I would like for the fire depart- 
ment personnel to know that the 
fire prevention committe of the 
Chamber of Commere does under- 
stand their problems, and we are 
working hard to improve condi-| 
tions. I would close with the 
thought that it is sometimes hard 
er to fight the home front war 
than it is to fight the enemy, and | 
I know of no group who is doing 
a better job than the firemen.

Tom Linder 
Is Up in the Air 


Our commissioner of agriculture, Mr. Tom 
Linder, is ver ch up in the air. 

The last two times I have talked with Mr. 

Linder, it has been impossible to get him to dis- 
cuss politics or crops. 

He talks about airplanes, the huge freight planes already in 
existence which can carry practically a carload of goods, winging 
their way to New York, Boston, Philadelphia and other eastern 
markets with Georgia products. 

He means garden-fresh stuff. He means tree-ripened peaches. 
He means real watermelons and real snap beans and real berries. 

It may surprise one to know it, but the facts are the poor 
wretches in the east have never tasted a tree-ripened peach. They 
get peaches picked green, the ripening process going on during 
shipment and storage. 

And watermelons? Well, the miserable creatures in the east 
live out their lives and never taste what we know as watermelons. 
Mr. Linder can have you in tears about what they have missed. 


“The shipper’s melon,” explains Mr. Linder, “is crossed with 
a citrus to give it a rind which will stand shipping. This makes 
a tough hide and, while the melon is good and edible, it does not 
have the sweet flavor and the delicate rind which we get in our 
home melons.” 

There are thousands of persons addicted to peaches who have 
never known the flavor of a tree-ripened peach. 

The same applies to many other fruits and berries. 

It is this which has Mr. Linder up in the air. 

“Let us assume,” says Mr. Linder, “that

air base extending to the market. The distance is not great. 

“Let us picture a half dozen or more of the cargo planes at a 
loading platform at the market. There will be many, many surplus 
planes when the war = ends. 

“They are loaded with peaches picked that morning and trucked 
to the Atlanta market. The peaches are ripe, ready to be eaten. 
They have all the real flavor which makes the Georgia peach the 
tastiest peach in the world. 

“They load up and taxi down the runway to the airport, take 
off and within three or four hours are in New York, transferring 
their loads to waiting trucks of the high-grade, specialty-food mar- 
kets in New York. Other planes could go to Boston and any other 
Targe market which wants high-grade, luxury foods. Hotel asso- 
ciations and high-grade restaurants and many homes would want 
these special items and pay premium prices. 

“We could do the same thing for watermelons, sending along 
the real melon without any citrus cross. Our vegetables, our 
berries, our chickens and turkeys could be sent in the same fashion. 

“The cost should be no more than present shipping costs. There 
would be no necessity for icing vegetables, peaches and melons, 
because the plane, flying at the usvufil 5,000 or more feet, would 
supply its own refrigeration. Slight ice packing would last poultry 
all the way to the waiting trucks. If refrigerated planes are re- 
quired, the solution would be simple.” 

Mr. Linder can go on like this for a long, long time. 


convincing, too. 

PRACTICAL PLAN It is a practical plan. He was the first 
to think of it, giving out a statement on 

it many months ago. Now it is being mentioned in other sections. 

Mr. Linder is eager that Georgia’s legislature do something to give 

it a start. 

“I think private enterprise will carry it on if the state can give 
it some impetus,” he said. “There isn’t any doubt about it being 
practical and there isn’t any doubt about it being adopted. What 
interests me is that Georgia be the first state to do it. I think, 
as a matter of fact, we should have collection points at other cities, 
probably Savanah and Augusta, to name just two, and fly products 
from those cities, too.” 

It is obvious that the airplane will be used to get food to the 
great markets of the nation. The slowness of trucks, the frequent 
delays in shipping with foods spoiling in cars, are unavoidable. 
It follows that the airplane will be used in an increasing degree 
when the war ends and the eastern markets begin to demand high- 
grade, select foods. 

It would mean a job of quality production and careful pack- 
aging and grading, such as has been done by Cason Callaway, for 
instance, at the Blue Springs farm, near Hamilton. 

I imagine that he, like other large producers of quality foods, 
will have his own airplanes, one or two cargo planes, to carry his 
own goods to a select list of customers in the east. 

Anyhow, that is what has had Mr. Linder up in the air. 

I did learn that he is not interested in running for anything this 
year. He will stay on his present job.

Atlanta Has Asset 
For Postwar Building 


There has been much discussion and much 
approval of the ambitious plans for improvement 
of downtown Atlanta when peace brings oppor- 

| tunity for renewal of civic growth. Plans drawn 
up for such things as double-deck highways, a plaza over the rail- 
road gash, an uptown airfield, and so on, are as admirable as they 
are ambitious. There is no logical reason why, in proper time, 
they should not become reality. 

However, there are other features of new building which, if 
Atlanta is to become the beautiful and proud city she can become, 
must be undertaken. 

For instance, there is much yet to be done in rehousing for 
those sections. both white and Negro, of our population who still 
make their homes in unsanitary shacks and tumbledown buildings 
chiefly notable for the unpleasant aroma of uncared-for age which 
surrounds them. 

Atlanta at one time led the nation in rehousing. How she stands 
on this activity, in ratio to population, today I don’t know. But 
we certainly have achievements worthy of our boasts in the half 
dozen or more rehousing projects to be found in our city. 

To repeat, though, too many of our people yet live in circum- 
stances unfit for decent human habitation. “These spots on our civic 
map are not only eyesores, they are plague spots from whence 
spread disease, crime, vice and juvenile delinquency. 


A MAN WHO KNOWS Atlanta possesses, among her good 


citizens, one man who probably knows 
and understands more about rehousing and city planning than any 
other in the nation today. The city will be foolishly blind if it 
does not, by compulsion if necessary, use the knowledge and the 
experience he has gained for its own benefit. 

He is C. F. Palmer, who served for years in Washington as co- 
ordinator of defense housing and who, in his official capacity, has 
studied housing conditions and rehousing projects in England, all 
over Europe, including Russia and Italy. : 

The rehousing problems faced by any American city including 
Atlanta, are different in many respects from those faced by cities 
in foreign lands. As a matter of fact, the problem cannot be iden- 
tical even in two American cities. The differences, however, are 
never greater than those of detail, the basic problem in all places 
is the same. That is, to get people out of unfit habitations and to 
provide for them homes where families, children, may live so as 
to enjoy all reasonable opportunities for health, both of the body 
and of the spirit. 

The cities of Europe will, in one respect, have an advantage over 
the cities of America in the matter of postwar reconstruction. In 
many instances the work of the wrecker, a necessary preliminary 
to that of the builder, has been done, over there, by enemy bomb- 
ers. For instance, much of the tragically infamous slum areas of 
London have gone, wiped out by the blitz. The ground is cleared 
there for rebuilding places of living more nearly as they should be. 

Through the years the plague spots of disease and of crime, in 
Atlanta, have disgraced this city. It should be the dream of all 
of us to see the day when everyone living in this city, of either 
race, has a clean, attractive and decent place to live. It need not 
be expensive nor elaborate. All required is that it be clean, weather- 
proof, comfortable and healthful. 


AN EXAMPLE The story of rehousing in my boyhood home 
city, Liverpool, is not offered here as a model 
for Atlanta. Circumstances, as said, are different. 

When I was a lad in my ’teens, there were miles upon miles of 
slum areas in Liverpool that were little short of awful. There was 
one area, known as the “Scotland Road district,” where even the 
fabled British bobbies hesitated to go singly. 

' At the time of the first World War, many tens of thousands of 
troops were quartered at Liverpool. They lived in camps, in wooden 
barracks, that formed a circle around the city proper. 

When, in 1918, peace sent the troops back into civilian life, these 
barracks remained. The Liverpool authorities undertook a great 
program of slum clearance. 

They used the barracks, by converting them into comfortable, 
attractive little apartment homes. They moved entire populations 
out of given slum areas and settled them in these old barracks 
temporarily. Then they tore down the tenements of the slums and 
constructed modern, attractive rehousing areas. And then moved 
the old slum dwellers back from the wooden barracks and into the 
new homes provided. 

Area by area, they did this. When I visited England in 1925, 
only seven years after the close of that earlier war, I found a won- 
derful change in Liverpool. The job wasn’t complete, not all the 
slums were gone. But many of the worst had. Liverpool is even 
now planning to complete this job of’rehousing, of rebuilding the 
old and shameful, as well as the bomb-destroyed, areas, after this 
later war is done. 

And what any British city, which has borne the burden and the 
cost of war’s destruction, can do, an American city which has never 
seen an enemy plane overhead—such as Atlanta—can surely do.

But I do know that, during the whole of the “noble ex- 
periment,” which Herbert Hoover termed national prohibition, not 
a single Savannahan, so far as I can ascertain, ever passed on for 
lack of lubricant, 


Be that as it may, what I started out to say was that it is indeed 
a shame that Georgia’s own William D. Upshaw has at long last 
stepped down from his perennial post as the Prohi party’s presi- 
dential nominee. 


The Republicans, my intuition and Mr. Gallup tell me, will de 
or die with Dewey, while the Democrats, with a great deal of con- 
versation about horses and the middle of a stream, will run The 
Man again, 


Yet Dewey, the Democrats assure us, won't carry as many states 
as did Landon. And Roosevelt, the Republicans are just as confi- 
dent, can't possibly be elected to a fourth term,

Centralization of Government 
Termed Only Progressive Trend 


The rejection by most of the states of a federal ballot for soldiers 
is a symptom ‘of the inadequacy of our political system to modern 
necessities. The Army is not organized by states. The technical 
difficulties of voting its members by states have been thoroughly 
explored. Nevertheless, our political decentralization is so in- 
trenched that we seem unable to overagme it even in the emergncy 
of war. 


Along with this there is the advocacy of greater authority for 
state governments advanced last month by Governor Dewey. The 
cry for political decentralization has, indeed, become a stock in 
trade of the opponents of the present administration. 


Now, without breaking a lance for the present administration, 
some disinterested observations are in order. 
The reason why the states have de- 


CENTRALIZATION 
clined in power and the federal govern- 


ment increased in power is not due to a political conspiracy. The 
reason lies in the development of our economic and social life~ 
that is to say, of our civilization. The trend of all civilization is 
toward centralization. It is only primitive societies that are de 
centralized. 

The economic life of America is one of the most differentiated 
and centralized on earth. One single merchandising corporation, 
for instance, which grew out of a tiny jewelry business that first 
grasped the possibilities for merchandising by mail and through 
express companies, normally, I have heard, takes some 7 per cent 
of the national farm income spent annually for consumers’ goods. 
Nobody conspired for this. The farmer-buys where he does be 
cause of a system offering him the widest choice at the lowest 
prices. 

The chain store is everywhere replacing the individual grocery 
not because it was consciously anticipated at the outset, but be- 
cause centralized planning and mass buying proved more efficient 
than individual buying. 

Not one of the great industries of this country operates in state 
terms. Our economy is national, and so is our culture. Although 
newspapers are still, in distribution, local to cities, the services 
which furnish the backlog of important news are nationally and 
even internationally organized; hundreds of papers belong to chains: 
the syndicated article is an American invention; the same editorials 
and comic strips are read in hundreds of separate papers. 


Probably no three things have more greatly affected American 
culture than the movies, the radio, and advertising. All of them 
are centralized. The American, from California to Maine, sees 
identical films, listens to identical major radio programs, and buys 
identical products. Regional variations in culture are vestigial— 
the push and tendency is toward greater uniformity. 


NOT REMARKABLE There is nothing remarkable about this 

or peculiar to America. It is the tend- 
ency of all civilizations throughout history, as long as they are 
progressing. Decentralization, which exists when a civilization is 
beginning, sets in again only when it is declining. 

The suggestion, therefore, that this country should return more 
authority to the states can only be made by men incapable of 
lucid thinking. The tendencies of government cannot be divorced 
from the trends of society as a whole. None of the gentlemen ad- 
vocating greater state powers would dream of suggesting that post- 
war aviation be organized by 48 states, or the railroad system dis- 
integrated by states, with 48 rate-fixing bodies, or merchandising 
disrupted into 48 areas behind tariffs. 

Nor can anyone assume that a problem like unemployment can 
be dealt with on a state basis, when employment is the result of 
economic and governmental policies and conditions developing in 
a financial and industrial sygtem which disregards state lines. 


No matter what politicians may advocate or promise, nothing 
will halt the American trend toward centralization except the 
collapse of American economy, society, and civilization. The prob- 
lem, therefore, is not how to bring about. greater decentralizaiton 
by weakening the federal government and strengthening 48 state 
governments, but how to bring about greater integration between 
a central government and those of the states. 

But this cannot occur unless states and federal government are 
willing to become integrated in common programs for common ab- 
jectives. And the final integrating authority has to be at the center. 


Those who advocate increased state authority either fail to see 
the connection between socio-economic and political trends, or wish 
to reduce all government to a nullity in behalf of centralized and 
uncontrolled economic power. But even in the latter case they 
do not think clearly. Centralized economies cannot flourish in 
political anarchy, which would soon give rise to a cry for an abso 
lute central dictator.

All debt is bad, and the 
only way to deal with a bad thing 
is to get rid of it. 

They see only three 
handle the 200 billion or 300 bil- 
lion debt we shall have on our 
shoulders when the war ends. 

First, it can be repudiated. We 
can deliberately inflate our cur- 
rency, as Germany did, until a bil- 
lion dollars is required to buy a 
loaf of bread. Then that worthless 
paper can be used to retire the 
bonds. Of course that would break 
every bank and ruin everybody, 
and we'd have to start over from 
scratch——free of national debt, but 
in utter misery and destitution. Or 
we could get the same result, 
the same misery, by frankly 
pudiating the bonds—as some of 
our states did once upon a time.

Two French Quacks Introduced 


Silver Dental Fillings in U. S. 


The first silver dental fillings 
nsed in this country were scrap- 
ings from silver coins mixed with 
mercury—and they were intro- 
duced more than 100 years ago by 
two French quacks. 

This little known story about 
the early days of dentistry was 
disclosed yesterday by Dr. War- 
ren Willman, of the Chicago Col- 
lege of Dental Surgery, in a let- 
ter to Dr. Steve A. Garrett, of At- 
lanta. 

Dr. Willman, who will speak 
when the thirty-first annual 
Thomas P. Hinman mid-winter 
clinic of the Fifth District Dental |

“In 1833 two monstrous quacks, 
brothers named Crawcour, landed 
in New York city from Paris. They 
opened a plushy ‘dental parlor,’ 
complete with doorman, maids 
end extravagant furniture. 

“Their advertising stated a new | 
method of filling teeth had been 
ciscovered and that the Craw- 
cours were equipped to give pain- 
Jess dental service by use of a new 


filling material. They called it 
the ‘Royal Mineral Succeda- 
neum.’” 

“Actually it was nothing more 
than scrapings of silver coins 
mixed with mercury. It was the 
crudest kind of amalgam. Truly 
their work was painless. They

Without motor transport, with- 
out airplanes, and without tanks 
or modern guns, the Partisans re- 
semble Jackson’s army in many 
ways, Dedier added. Packhorses 
and wagons carry the wounded 
and all supplies and a cavalry de- 
tachment serves as Tito’s eyes and 
ears. 

“Jackson worked out a plan for 
forced marches that fits our strat- 
egy like a clove,” Dedier said.

Tito Reports Destroying 


Adriatic Isle Garrison 


LONDON, March 23.—(/)— 
Yugoslav Guerrilla Leader Mar- 
shal Tito (Josip Broz) announced 
today that an enemy garrison on 
the Adriatic island of Solta had 
been destroyed by “Allied units 
supported by planes’—a possible 
reference to American and British 
commando forces reported by Ber- 
lin to be operating along the Dal- 
matian coast. 

The Berlin radio announced on 
March 10 that 1,500 American and 
British commandos had landed on 
the Adriatic island of Lissa and 
that other raids on the Dalmatian 
coast and near-by islands could be 
expected.

DIAGNOSIS 

The strangeness of a novel sit- 
uation may often produce fear or 
apprehension. But if we grow 
more familiar with it, it soon loses 
most of its emotional power over 
us. 

In psychology we have what is 
called the “Rule of 3,” which 
states that if you are terribly 
afraid of any situation, you can 
generally obtain freedom from 
your slavish fear by forcing your- 
self to go through the experience 
at least three times. 

On the first contact, you may 
feel that you will never live 
through it. The second time, how- 
ever, some of the fearful edge is 
gone, and you at least remember 
that you survived it once before. 

After a third experience, you 
realize that you are superior to the 
situation, and thus regain self- 
assurance. 

EMOTIONAL REACTIONS
